from the swamp It Is lumpy and hard, 
and It will be necessary to pulverize 
It with a harrow after It Is spread on 
the bottom of the pond. 
If carefully 


distributed around to a depth of two or 
three Inches, the first rainstorm 
prill 


dissolve It Into the right consistency for 
use. 
Then with a hoe and rake go over 


the pond and compact the marl surface 
so that when It dries It will form a tough 
almost watertight skin over the top soil. 
Even when rain falls on this surface It 
will not leak through tt and disappear. 
Water can be held in the hollow nearly 
all winter, and a genuine skating pond 
Is thus obtained at a little cost.—Ameri- 
can Homes and Gardens for March.

SANITARY CONSTRUCTION 


Sanitary construction Is Ihe basis on 


which all good construction rests. The 
house must be built with due regard to 
sanitary requirements and conditions, or 
it will be completely unfit for occupancy. 
Some conditions to building are so es- 
sential as to be axiomatic. Thus brick, 
though unavoidably porous, should be as 
free from porosity as possible; the wood 
should be well seasoned and sound; the 
plaster and wall coverings should be 1m* 
permeable. Even <juit* modest house 
building is an expensive undertaking, 
and the best possible materials should 
always be used. These not only have 
greater durability than materials of les 
ser grade, but their superior qualities 
render the dwelling much more fit for 
habitation. 
There is no greater crime 


In building than to build "cheap." 


The great problem of sanitary con- 


struction is the exclusion of damp.

Is the most serious natural force the 
builder has to contend against, because 
It 1s always present. Host ot his ma 
terials are porous, both brick and atone 
and many woods, and he can not bnOd

Death yesterday ended the career of 


the pioneer 
physician, Dr. James M. 


Selfridge. 
The end came at the late

Dr. Selfrldge was one of the best known 
physicians of this city and was consid- 
ered as among the founders of Fabiola 
Hospital and the leader in the homeo- 
pathic school of medicine In this section.

EARLY LIFE. 


Dr. James M. Selfridge came of a long- 
lived race, his grandfather having reached 
the npo ago of 98.

Another of the Sunday afternoon the-

Congressman Joseph R. Knowland has 


introduced a bill in Congress authorizing 
and directing the President to cause the 
surviving members of the crew of tho 
United States steamer Rodders of the 
Jeanette relief expedition to be reinstated 
and reappolnted in the United States 
navy with the same rank and rating held 
by them, respectively, at tho time of their 
discharge from the vessel, and that tnere- 
upon said surviving members of faid crew 
shall be deemed and considered as having 
served thirty years in the United States 
navy and retired with the pay provided in 
the act of March 3, 1899. 


Congress, by its action of 1881, author- 


ized an expedition to be sent to the Arctic 
regions to search for the United States 
steamer Jeanette, manned by navy offi- 
cers and seamen, which had been sent on 
an exploring expedition two years pre- 
viously and' which had not been beard from 
since entering the Arctic ocean; alpo two 
American whaleships—the Vigilante and 
the Mount Wolaston—with their crews, 
which had been caught in the ice and 
drifted into the unknown. 
Volunteers 


were called for and a suitable vessel pur- 
chased and fitted out and named the 
Rodgers and manned by the volunteers 
that had been accepted as suitable for the 
extremely hazardous services required of 
them. 


WINTER QUARTERS. 


After cruising In the Arctic ocean tn 
search of the lost vessels and their crew* 
until late in the fall the Rodgers was 
placed in winter quarters on the northern 
coast of Siberia, where she was totally 
wrecked by fire on the 30th of October, 
1881, 
leaving the ship's company entirely 
destitute of food and clothing with the 
exception of what was on their persons 
and with no possible chance of relief 
until the following summer. 
Fortunately there were a few Indians 


living along the coast who assisted in 
obtaining shelter and a small amount of 
food, consisting of walrus and seal meat, 
that they had been able to secure during 
the summer months. 
This meat, al- 


though limited in quantity and eaten raw, 
as there was no fuel in the vicinity, en- 
abled the crew to exist during a period 
of nearly six months, at which time they 
were rescued by a whale ship and placed 
on board a revenue cutter and returned to 
Mare Island navy yard, where many of 
the crew, seriously afflicted 
with 
the 


scurvy, which had broken out during the 
winter, were placed In the hospital. 


Congress rewarded the Indians who as- 


sisted to the best of their ability, by 
sending them food and weapons to as- 
sist them in securing food; also the own- 
ers of the whale ship, but up to the pres- 
ent time Congress has never recognized 
in any manner the services of the men 
who by responding to the call for volun- 
teers to hunt for their lost brothers sac- 
rificed some of them their lives and many 
of them their health, as many of them 
died within a. short time after their re- 
turn to civilization.

The report of the Armstrong Investigating Committee m J\ew 


York should be read by every American citizen. It declared that 
the Equitable Life Insurance Company had a surplus of $67,000,000 
on the face of its books, and that that surplus did not take into 
account a balance in favor of agents and solicitors amounting to an 
excess over $7,000,000. In its recommendations it is not^ disposed

premium. The insurance rate has been loaded to cover this^cxpen- 
diture, and when it is not incurred why should not 
the ^insured 


enjoy the benefit of it. 
Let us suppose a 
man 
voluntarily ap- 


proacres an insurance company for an amount of insurance which 
would mace his premium $1000 a year. It is admitted on all hands 
that the solicitor receives sixty-five per cent of 
the first annual 


premium, and there are companies paying as high as thirty to forty 
per cent 
>n subsequent annual premiums. 
But. let the first coin- 


missicn stand alone, and what becomes of the $650 which would 
have *oni' to the solicitor if the insurance had been procured by 
way of solicitation? What inside grafter in the insurance company 
gets this $650? Does the company itself enjoy the benefit of this 
overcharge? Then, let us suppose that the suggestion of the Legis- 
lative Conmittee of Ne\\ York limiting the participation of the 
solicitor to four annual premiums is adopted. Then let us assume 
that the Mibsequent commissions are forty per cent of the annual 
premium. The commission on the first premium would be $650, 
and those subsequently drawn $400 each, which would make a total 
subse iiient premium of $1200, or a total commission drawn on the 
one p:>lic" of $1830. 


The -[uestion occurs in the case of voluntary insurance: What 


high-salaried rascal gets this money? If it it be declared that no 
individual gets it, but that it is carried to the company's surplus, 
then the policy holder has paid $1850 more than he should have 
paid for he insurance, because what remains after the commission 
is paid is a rate that has been carefully calculated to produce solvent 
insurance as \\ell as to guarantee wide margins and ultimate divi- 
dends to policy holders.

During tlie lifetime of the 
average 
tradesman he has an opportunity to place

If every man chose, 
he might place his offspring at his own 
calling, but the fact of the case Is, he 
doesn't so choose As a rule, he puts him 
at something outside the trades alto- 
gether, if he can; If he cannot, then some 
trade Is open to him.

Philadelphia has introduced a 


bill to restore the army canteen, and It 
is now before HIP House Military Com- 
mittee. 
The official reports of army 


offlcers and that of the Secretary of 
War discloses the 
appalling 
effects 


that have followed the abolition of the 
canteen. Disease apt! degeneration ap- 
pear among the enlisted men at every 
post. They resort to the pitfalls that 
sprang up when the canteen was a"bol- 
Ished, and drink poison stuff and are 
demoralized by the debauchery that 
follows. 
Discipline suffers, 
anfl the 


whole service Is Injured. 


In the canteen the men had the i 


of beer and light wines, 
with 
such 


fc-ofl refreshments as they needed to 
eke out the army ration. But that was 
not all. The canteen was the enlisted 
man's post club 
Its profits provided a 


library and reading-room and the rec- 
reation of games. Man Is a social be- 
ing 
He craves the contact and com- 


pany of his fellows. If these be within 
his reach under 
circumstances 
that 


make the 
association 
Innocent 
his 


craving is satisfied, and he is made a 
better man, whether he be a citizen or 
a soldier. If his social instincts can- 
not ibe gratified In an innocent way, es- 
pecially In the soldier, will seek that 
gratification 
under 
conditions 
that 


drag him down into vice. 


Wise parents let their children play 


while at home and play with them, 
and permit them other needed rec- 
reations Innocent In themselves. 
It Is 


a safeguard of good habits and a" pre- 
ventive of 
Immoral 
and 
degrading 


contacts. 
The same principle 
goes 


through life, from childhood through 
manhood. Army offlcers have their 
post club and find It In relief from the 
monotony of post life In time of peace. 
The enlisted man has the same "oclal 
Instincts as his officer 
He 
has 
the 


same craving for relief from the mo- 
notony of post routine. If he cannot 
get such relief Innocently he will have 
It viciously. 


'What would the enemies of the can- 


teen have -the soldier do? In his bar- 
racks there are no means of amu?p- 
ment, no t-hance even to Instruct his 
mind 
There is 
no 
post 
school In 


which he can strengthen the weak 
places In his education. 
He must be 


an exceptional man If he does not 
recklessly seek a break In the monotony 
by means that 
finally 
destroy 
him 


morally and physically. 
He will not 


occupy his mind rea/dlng tracts upon 
the dangers of alcohol and tobacco, nor 
will he satisfy himself In the perusal 
of pious tracts. Many think, howevar 
that he should find such 
occupation 


sufficient to satisfy his social hunger, 
and It -was believed by the good and 
well-meaning 
people who carried on 


the anti-canteen crusade that they 
would tie able to turn the army Into n 
great and pious camp, where tracts 
and hymns would fill In the 
giddy 


round of recreation. 


They were wrong. The mefllcal eta- 


tlstlcs and reports of the officers show 
how wrong they were. We do not ex- 
pect that any of the preponderance of 
testimony will convince them. 
They 


will g-o up like an army with banners 
against tho bill to restore the canteen. 
They TV!!) be supported by the vicious 
element that profits out of the sale of 
bad -whisky In the deadfalls that fringe 
every army post. 
Cunning 'vice and 


simple-minded virtue will go hand In 
hand to beat the Phlladelphlan's bill. 
Vice will know Just what It Is. doing 
and virtue will be deaf and blind'to the 
sure consequences. 


But against this the common sense 


of the country 
should 
assert 
itself. 


San Francisco has a. great army post 
within Its borders. 
Every citizen of 


this city who has taken the trouble ^to 
observe, knows that whan there was' & 
post canteen the moral and physical 
condition of the .soldiers was Immeas- 
urably better than It has been since. 
We are asked that the same testi- 
mony Is given by 
citizens at

The chairman of the military com- 


mittee hes been a soldier and many of 
its members hare seen military serv- 
ice. They know how entirely Imprac- 
ticable and Impossible are the expec- 
tations of the people who 
fight 
the 


canteen on prohibition principles. They 
know he must have the opportunity for 
reasonable Indulgence. They know that 
the canteen as a post club for the en- 
listed men -will be a boon to many that 
do not drink at all. It will 
Improve 


•their surroundings by making better 
men of their fellow soldier*1. 


We appreciate the good motives of 


the prohibitionists who oppose the 
canteen, but they proceed Hg-almrt an 
human nature, of which there Is a 
great deal In a soldier. 
With 
his 


post club the enlisted man takes an In- 
terest In military life. 
Without it he 


Is diverted by vice from the pride he 
should feel 
In his 
profession,—S. F.

Sensational Suicide During 


Investigation of a 
, Scandal. 


ST. PETERSBURG. March 5.—During 


a meeting yesterday of the Father Gapon 
organization, which was 
Investigating 


the scandal Involving charges of accept- 
ing money from the government, an ac- 
cused member dramatically committed 
suicide. 


With the recent disappearance of Ma- 


tushensky, the assistant of Father Ga- 
pon, 
who was charged with the embez- 


ziement of 112,000 belonging to the work- 
men's organization, It was 
discovered 
that the moderate 
labor 
organization 
which Gapon established after the Rus- 
sian Emperor's manifesto of October 30 
last was subsidized by the government, 
which supplied funds for the rent 
of 
clubhouses and for literature. The reve- 
lation was made by the president of the 
Putlloff section of the organization, -*ho 
complained that 112,400 of the funds fur- 
nished through Former Minister of Com- 
merce Tlmlrlizeff had not -reached the 
treasury of the Moderate party. 'When 
ilatnshensky was arrested at Saratoft 
February 24th It was said that he would 
be taken to St. Petersburg for trial and 
that the proceedings against him were 
expected to be sensational on account of 
his relations with Premier Wltte and 
Former Minister of Commerce Tlmlri- 
azeff and other prominent persons.
